Free Europe Committee. A recent communication from Pans indicate 
that the Free Europe Committee will terminate this subsidy sometim 
in January 1958, since it does not consider the organization even 
worth this nominal sum. 

2. In view of the above it is recommended that DCI not 
acknowledge the letter from Exil et Liberte . Since the communication
